Taxes up 13 mills - 


Mayor blasts Government 


St. Albert's town council 
released the 1975 budget 
during a special meeting of 
council held prior to the 
regular committee of the 
whole meeting on Monday 
night. The residents of the 
town will be facing an 
increase of either $77.92 
(Catholic) or $91.52 (Protes- 
tant) on the average over 
1974, 

Mayor Richard Plain ex- 
plained that municipal mill 
rate is 54.68 (as per the 
recommendations of the ad- 
ministrative committee) with 
a breakdown of 52.69 for 
municipal purposes and 1.99 
for library. The education 
mill rate set out by the school 
boards is 18.96. The total 
mill rate is 73.64; the 
increase over 1974 is 11.44 
mills (Protestant) and 9,74 
(Catholic). 

The mayor explained that 
the simplest way to explain 
the situation was, ‘given the 
average assessment of ar- 
ound $8,000 ... you would 
find that for 1975 vis a vis 
1974 that the average tax- 
payer would net a $91.52 
increase (Protestant) or. the 
average taxpayer would ex- 
perience an increase of 
$77.92 (Catholic) 18.39 
and 15,24 per cent increase 
(respectively).”’ 

The mayor explained that 


the reason for the levels of 


increase were due to the fact 
that all levels of the economy 
were experiencing inflation,

Council voted 6 to 1 in 
favour of continuing nego- 
tiations for a development 
agreement for regional sho- 
pping facilities with Abbey 
Glen Property Corporation 
during a special council 
meeting on Monday night.

Mayor gets raise - 
effective May Ist 


Councillor and mayoral re- 
muneration increases were 
ratified during a_ special 
meeting of council on Mon- 
day which could: spell the 
finish of an issue which has 
been facing council since 
early January, the subject of 
a number of petitions and 
representations, ayd a mat- 
ter which has cropped up 
during the deputations and 
delegations segment of 
nearly every meeting since it 
came to council. 

The decisions reached are 
a $16,500 yearly salary for 
the mayor of the Town of St. 
Albert and a flat yearly 
salary for each councillor of 
$4,200. In both cases, one- 
third of the salary is termed 
expenses. 

Coun, Lukay moved the 
recommendation — regarding 
the salary for the mayor and 
Coun. Throndson moved that

Following some recent 
parental upset and board 
discussion concerning open 
classes at Albert Lacombe 
School, Mr. E. Baldwin, 
secretary-treasurer, reported 
that an estimaie for sub- 
dividing the open space at 
the school had been received 
from the architect. For a total 
cost of $15,500 three class- 
rooms can be converted from 
the existing open area.

The mayor said that the 
15% incréase in Provincial 
Grant is lost in a ‘major 
way"’ in those communities 
which experience growth. In 

. the case of St. Albert, Mayor 
Plain said that in 1973 St. 
Albert had a 14.2% decrease 
in Provincial assistance, wh- 
ile the rest of the province 
enjoyed increases. He said 
that St. Albert lost 6.3% per 
capita in 1974 and it has been 
estimated that in 1975 - 
0.9%. 

‘‘The municipal assistance 
grant as it is presently 
constituted,’’ he said, ‘‘te- 
nds to force or suggest that it 
is better to live in the highly 
industrialized areas - build 
up the large metropolitan 
areas that have the high 
industrialized base - because 
if you move out into the other 
areas what you will find is 
that with high population and 
other growth rates you will 
receive the minimum level of 
assistance.”’ 

Mayor Plain said that this 
means that St. Albert should 
have been paying $43.20 
(Protestant) or $29.92 (Cath- 
olic) if the equalization grant 
was operational and recogni-

Mayor Plain corrected 
Coun. Fyfe’s reference to 
ERPC stipend stating that he 
did not feel that $2,000 was a 
correct estimation of the 
sum. Coun. Lukay pointed 
out that there is normally one 
commission meeting per 
month and one metro meet- 
ing per month - an average of 
two meetings per month. He 
explained that extra-ordinary 
circumstances could result in 
further meetings being 
struck. 

Councillors’ remuneration 
narrowly passed; there was a 
4 to 3 vote in favour of the 
yearly remuneration of 
$4,200. Coun. Smith, Fyfe 
and Throndson were opp- 
osed. 

Coun. Breadner made the 
motion and stated that he 
was doing this as a compro- 
mise. He did not feel that it 
reflected the cost of living 
increase. Mr. Breadner not- 
ed that the motion demon- 
strated that the council was 
not willing to spend money in 
an area that the council did 
not feel justified in spending. 

The motions regarding 
remuneration were not made 
retroactive to the first of this 
year and will come into effect 
on the first of May (moved by 
Coun. Lukay and opposed by 
Caun.

some concern that there is 
some additional information 
required, ‘‘however,’’ the 
administrator said, ‘‘if it is 
felt necessary to begin some 
meaningful discussions with 
one of the developers in 
order to at least get an 
understanding of the type of 
commitments that the devel- 
oper might be prepared to 
enter into.” 

Mr. Byron felt that there 
had to be some indication 
given regarding commit- 
ments, otherwise it would be 
difficult to carry on the 
‘meaningful discussions.”” 

Mr. Throndson stated that 
in light of letters received 
from the Department of 
Highways, ‘‘we will be in a 
very, very serious situation” 
which could cost money if the 
town moved without consid- 
eration of traffic generation. 

Mayor Plain noted that the 
types of information which 
raised the concern of Coun. 
Throndson would be germain 
to the rezoning procedure 
while only a decision to 
proceed with further nego- 
tiations was being discussed 
at this point in the proceed- 
ings. 

Coun. Breadner appre- 
ciated the concerns raised by 
Coun. Throndson but felt a 
time limit should be placed 
upon the negotiations. He 
also felt that negotiations 
with one particular developer 
did not preclude continuing 
contact with the other devel- 
opers who had approached 
the town with proposals. The 
other developers could be 
negotiated with once it was 
determined if or not a 
decision could be reached 
with Abbey Glen. 

Coun. Fyfe expressed con- 
cern regarding who would be 
carrying the cost of bridges 
or crossovers necessitated by 
the development on the 
highway. Mayor Plain stated 
that any capital expenditures 
for such matters would be 
charged against the devel- 
oper if determined as a result 
of the development. The 
mayor said that ‘‘dead 
wood’’ would have to be 
cleared away first. 

Coun. Lukay wondered if 
the 45 days represented 
sufficient time for the devel- 
oper and Mayor Plain noted 
that the time span was a 
target. Mr. Byron was in 


agreement and stated that . 


after 45 days an indication of 
the ‘‘how serious the devel- 
oper is’’ would be deter- 
mined and a judgment could 
be made at that time whether 
it would be worth going on 
with the procedure, 

Coun. Smith noted that 
what was being debated was 
whether or not to go ahead 
with negotiations and felt 
that it was time for nego- 
tiations to be pursued. Mrs. 
Smith said that she found it 
difficult to make a decision 
on a particular developer to 
follow up on negotiations and 
hoped that the other devel- 
oper who could be suitable 
would be kept in the picture. 
She felt that negotiations 
should not be delayed 
because of the risk that a 
project of this type could be 
adopted by either the MD of 
Sturgeon or the City of 
Edmonton. She noted the 
need for the assessment and 
the employment aspects of a 
shopping facility of this type 
and believed that the project 
would not have a great deal 
of impact on the existing 
facilities in the town because 
they compete with facilities 


outside of the town already. 

Coun. Wetsch noted that 
the position of the other 
developer would be one of 
continuing with investiga- 
tions regarding their project. 
Mayor Plain noted that 
impact of the second shopp- 
ing centre (Shelter Re- 
sources) would be under 
investigation. 

Coun. Throndson noted 
that he was in favour of a 
major shopping facility on 
the highway but was against 
moving ahead without traffic 
information. 

The motion regarding con- 
tinuing with the negotiations 
was quoted as follows: ‘‘that 
a letter be sent to Abbey 
Glen Property Corporation 
advising - 1) the town is 
prepared to meet imme- 
diately to negotiate and fin- 
alize development agree- 
ments compatible with the 
itemized criteria, 2) subject 
to execution thereof council 
is prepared to process bylaws 
to rezone lands adequate for 
phase one development for 
purposes of regional shopp- 
ing centre construction, con- 
tingent upon compliance

Business group presents views to Council 


A cross section of bus- 
inessmen - about 30 - endor- 
sed a prepared statement 
listing some of their concerns 
which they had hoped could 
be raised at Town Council 
Monday night prior to any 
action by council on the 
Abbey Glen shopping com- 
plex proposal. They were not 
allowed time to present their 
views, but the statement was 
handed to the Administrator 
for circulation to council. The 
statement reads as follows’; 


SOME INPUT OF THE 
BUSINESS COMMUNITY 


TO TOWN COUNCIL 


It was the understanding 
of the business people and 
residents that this council 
would complete a General 
Plan and present it to the 
public for their reaction and 
comment BEFORE taking 
any actions which would 
have a major impact on the 
future development of our 
town. We refet to statements 
made in the last election 
campaign. 

Both a regional centre and 
a $4 million recreation 
complex will have such 
impact, and both are pro- 


posed before a general plan 
is ready. We therefore 
respectfully request council 
to consider some questions 
raised by local businessmen. 

A major shopping complex 
could lead to a six-lane 
highway through the centre 
of town. Have the developers 
approached council and/or 
the Department of Transport 
in this regard, and if so what 
advice have they received? 
And may we ask that a study 
of the long-range impact of 
increased traffic caused by 
the complex be undertaken 
as to municipal costs and 


social effects on the com- 
munity, before a commit- 
ment to a developer is made? 

May we ask Councillor 
Breadner expressly who are 
the town’s experts in regard 
to major regional shopping 
proposals - and whether 
these people have expertise 
on conditions in satellite 
communities - which present 
quite different problems than 
centres such as Grande 
Prairie or Lethbridge for 
example. 

Have any studies been 
done on what the impact of a

The police spokes- 
man said that the heavy load 
may have been a factor in the 
overturning but according to 
a statement from the driver, 
at the time when the vehicle 
went out of control, ‘‘there 
was nothing underneath (the 
truck).’’ The police spokes- 
man said that this may have 
indicated suspension trouble 
in the vehicle.

Local 1335 representing 
the non-medical staff in their 
negotiations with CUPE un- 
animously accepted the raise 
effective April 1 through till 
March 31, 1976. Under the 
agreement staff will get 60 
per cent of their raise April 1. 
another 20 per cent July 1 
and the final 20 per cent 
November 1. 

The hospital board form- 
ally accepted the new con- 
tract at its regular board 
meeting April 23.

mmission Lawrence Wilson 
also turned up at the board

the previous council heard 
quite different opinions by a 
number of experts on this 
matter? 

We would ask to be in- 
formed of council's plans for 
developing the downtown 
core. The businessmen have 
some concern about the 
town’s investment of 
$1,200,000 with annual in- 
terest payments at present of 
$100,000. We feel that the 
price of about $4 per square 
foot paid by the town is 
contributing to higher land 
prices, so that each year the 
core could become less 
economically feasible to dev- 
elop. Could we ask council's 
reaction to the proposal of 
IGA for the downtown? 

A major shopping complex 
must depend on heavily 
concentrated residential de- 
velopment, which in our 
opinion means that it will not 
appreciably lower the pre- 
sent high ratio of residential 
versus commetcial/industr- 
ial tax base. Does council 
agree with the estimate that 
the town will grow about 
4,000 per year for the next 15 
years, by Abbey Glen? While 
the shopping complex will 
contribute a large annual tax 
assessment, we would ask 
council if an independent 
study has been conducted on 
what the complex will cost in 
terms of servicing this 
growth with school, police 
and fire protection, water 
supply, road and street 
maintenance, plus social 
costs of community centres, 
playgrounds, Day Care, rin- 
ks, tennis courts and so on? 

While the developers are

costs are passed on - and thy 
price of houses here ‘is 
presently extremely high, as 


are mortgage payments, 
which affects disposable in- 
come and inflation. 

We would ask council, 
therefore, what is being 
planned for the Riel Drive 
area, which we feel requircs 
a major road improvement 
almost immediately, plus 
planning for an attractive 
industrial park, which would 
give as better residential- 
industrial tax base. 

This town-owned land, 
because of its proximity to 
Edmonton will, we believe, 
certainly become viable, 
despite the fill requirements 
of the lagoon area. We be- 
lieve the Chamber of Com- 
merce could assist the town 
in endeavouring to attract 
suitable industry, given a 
good industrial park. 

Finally the businessmen 
have some concern as to 
whether St. Albert can in fact 
afford the major recreation 
complex as proposed. We 
would ask council what the 
costs will be in terms of 
mills, both on the borrowing 
and the annual upkeep.

Resident discusses major issues facing town 


Alter voicing some concerns regarding both industrial 


development and the development of a regional 
shopping centre in the Town of St. Albert at recent 
mectings of council, it occurs to me that | am probably 


giving vent to a feeling of frustration which is almost 
certainly felt by many other residents of the Town. 

In the-last few months, we have been exposed to a 
considerable number of public meetings and apparently 
conflicting policies which, in context or out of context, 
appear to make very little sense. 

1 would like to deal separately with four areas of 
specific concerns, which are as follows( 


1. The proposed growth rate and size of the Town of 
St. Albert. 

It would seem to me that to ask the question of the 
population, ‘‘Do you wish St. Albert to remain at its 
present size or to grow?"’ Without supplying sufficient 
technical information to enable the population to 
answer the question in an informed way, is obviously 
going to produce the majority response, ‘‘No growth!”’ 

It could be expected, however, that if the beneficial 
effects which could be anticipated from various rates of 
growth or proposed total population were explained to 
the population, that their response may be completely 
different. 

It is public input of the latter kind which would 
enable our elected representatives to make decisions 
which are truly based on the desires of the population 
as a whole. 

2. Regional Shepping Centre - Size and Location 

My comments to\council regarding a regional 
shopping centre in the Town were construed by some to 
imply that I would be in favour of such a move. This 
however, is not the case. 

My comments were intended to indicate that if a 
regional shopping centre in the Town was a viable 
reality at this time, I was far from satisfied that the 
choice of the site was being carried out in a logical, 
professional or responsible manner. 

Personally, I feel that a full-scale regional shopping 
centre in the Town of St. Albert would, at this stage, 
never find the support from national tenants which 
would be required to enable it to get off the ground. 

In fact, what I feel we need is a neighborhood 
shopping centre providing for the Town a good second 
food store, a medium sized department store, perhaps a 
theatre and a few ancilliary businesses. As I feel sure 
that a development of this nature would draw a 
considerable amount of traffic from north Edmonton

and in the light of the fact that the proposed sports 
complex is intended to be built north of the river, I 
would suggest that the most suitable location would be 
on the highway on the south side of the Town. 

As it is a recognized fact that a hotei and a shopping 
centre strongly compliment each other and since the 
Shapiro site is located with access on all four sides, it 
would seem natural to place such a development in that 
location. 

If St. Albert in the future should grow much more, it 
is reasonable to assume that such a comparatively small 
community would be unable to afford the roadway 
network which would be required to locate all 
commercial activity in one position. I would anticipate 
further commercial development taking place more in 
the form of a third neighbourhood centre than any 
expansion of an existing one. 


3. Industrial Development. 

In resolving both the previous questions, it should 
become apparent to what extent St. Albert requires 
‘industrial’ development in order to provide it at all 
times with a well balanced tax base. 

The phrase ‘‘industrial development”’ carries with it 
a connotation from which, as far as I can gather, a large 
segment of our residents imagine filthy factories 
belching smoke. This is not the case. 

The Edmonton region is basically a service-oriented 
area and as such, experiences a constantly increasing 
demand for perfectly clean and asthetically acceptable 
storage warehousing. It is this type of industrial 
development which St. Albert should look for. 

In order that such a park should be acceptable to all 
the residents, it should certainly be located on the 
boundary of the Town and since the requirement of rail 
service to such facilities is becoming an increasingly 
important factor in the market place today, it becomes 
apparent that logically, the land most ideally suited to 
this use is that which lies along both sides of the rail at 
the eastern boundary of the town. 

Another requirement for developments of this nature 
is naturally that of first class road access and since the 
proposed ring road alignment cuts right through this 
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arca, the land in question is exceedingly attractive for 


the purpose. 
Depending upon the extent of industrial development 
which the Town decides to accept, it may be that the 


land to the west of the rail is inadequate and prior to the 
announcement of the alignment of the green belt, the 
land to the east of the rail would have been natural for 
annexation and expansion. It is consequently a cause of 
some concern that I have seen no indication from 
council of an attempt to have the alignment slightly 
adjusted. 


4. Development Control. 

In light of the intention of council to introduce 
development control, | would greatly appreciate 
complete clarification for the residents of the town on 
the actual effect that such action will create. 

I’m not interested in the mayor's or council's 
interpretation of the effect but more in a specific 
explanation of the legal effect. 

It is my belief that introduction of such a Bylaw would 
be a retrograde step and would have the effect of 
causing development and improvement of our town to 
atrophy. 

If my understanding of the true implication of 
development control is correct, then most developers, 
whether it be for a new development or redevelopment, 
will be most wary of making a commitment in our town. 

In conclusion, it will be seen that of all the major 
issues facing our Town in relation to development at 
this time, not one of them has been fully explored in a 
manner which makes it possible for the citizens, in an 
informed manner, to provide any meaningful input and 
I would sincerely hope that prior to the public meeting 
on May 14, which can have exceedingly far-reaching 
consequences in the development of our town, the 
answers to many of the above concerns will be fully 
clarified by the professionals and elected representa- 
tives who control our destiny.

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Meeting protests salary increases for Mayor 


A number of people spoke 
out against the proposed 
remuneration of 16,500 for 
the maver of St. Albert at the 
public meeting held at the 
Club Mocombo on Wednes- 
day, April 23. There were 12 
tiems placed on the agenda 
for the meeting altogether. 


MAYOR'S 
REMUNERATION 


The majority of the people 
at the meeting raised their 
hands in opposition to the 
proposed increase and some 
articulated that they were in 
favour of the matter going to 
plebiscite. One member of 
the audience noted that the 
preposed increase had al- 
ready been shown to be 
against the wishes of a large 
portion of the town illus- 
trated by over 2.000 signa- 
tures on a petition. A speaker 
in the audience stated that he 
was in favour of the increase 
because a $12.000 salary was 
not consistant with that 
which a “breadwinner” 
would normally receive and 
in light of the ‘‘big voice’ of 
a mayor in the affairs of the 
town the position should be 
allocated a remuneration 
appropriate to that role. 

Coun. Frank Lukay poin- 
ted out that while an opinion 
had been expressed with the 
petition, a great deal of per-

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tinant information was not 
brought to bear with pre- 
sentation of the petition for 
signing. He pointed out that 
the mayor is doing a job 
demanding a salary. Coun. 
Rod Throndson stated that 
he was not in favour of an 
inerease but he was in favour 
of a full time mayor tf the 
matter was demonstrated to 
be valued by the clectorate. 
Coun. Breadner noted that a 
petition on the matter could 
be held at any time.

COUNCIL 
REMUNERATION 


Councillors’ remuneration, 
recommended by the com- 
mittee to be set at $4,200, did 
not raise the discussion that 
the mayor's salary raised. It 
was explained that the 
remuneration was to be 
made a flat yearly fee to 
simplify bookkeeping. A flat 
yearly remuneration was re- 
commended by the manage-, 
ment consultant.

REGIONAL 
SHOPPING CENTRE 


Mr. Devorak, in the aud- 
ience, expressed concern as 
to the effect that a regional 
shopping centre would have 
on downtown core devel- 
opment. Mrs. Stibbe noted 
that at a recent council 
meeting the public was asked 
to leave so that an in camera 
session could be held but the 
content of the private session 
were subsequently reported 
in the local newspaper. She 
said that she took exception 
to this. 

Mayor Plain noted that 
council strives to maintain 
openess but also respects the 
request of someone appear- 
ing before them to be 
permitted to have a private 
session if there is sufficient 
reason for the request. He 
explained that the reasons 
for the in camera session 
were given at the meeting in 
question. Coun. Throndson 
said he was distressed when 
the contents of an in camera 
session were devulged be- 
cause it indicated that the 
private meeting was not 
necessary. Coun. Fyfe stated 
that she felt there. was not 
sufficient reason given at the 
time for a meeting in camera. 
She pointed out that council 
is bound not to release 
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information imparted in ca- 
mera but the person appear- 
ing before council can 
release the information. 

A questioner in the aud- 
ience asked if the decision to 
locate a regional shopping 
centre at the north end of 
town would forego a second 
major highway into Edmon- 
ton.

Kinsmen to sponsor 
blood donor clinic 


The St. Albert Kinsmen 
are sponsoring a Red Cross 
Blood Donor Clinic at the 
Community Hall on Tuesday, 
May 13, with the assistance 
of the Kinettes. Blood may 
be given from 6 until 9 p.m. 

A new service for Cryo- 
precipitate will be handled 
this year and the Kinsmen, 
under Chairman Roger Lem- 
ieux, will transport this re- 
markable substance into the 
city twice during the three- 
hour period. Cryoprecipitate 
is obtained from fresh blood 
plasma and is rich in clotting 
factors, which enable a 
Haemophiliac to lead a more 
normal life, free from the 
worries of life-threatening 
haemorrhages. 

Modern Medicine would 
not be possible without blood 
donations. Blood is made up 
of red and white blood cells, 
platelets and plasma. Each of 
these plays an important role 
in medical treatment and 
your donation may be used 
as whole blood or any 
combination of substances. 


Transfusions of whole 
blood allow today’s surgeons 
to perform miraculous oper- 
ations on stomach, lungs and 
other vital organs. Opera- 
tions such as heart trans- 
plants would be impossible if 
it were not for blood trans- 
fusions. Fresh frozen plasma 
the liquid portion of the 
blood is quick frozen and 
kept on hand for patients 
with specific bleeding pro- 
blems. 

Concentrated red cells, the 
component which remains 
after the plasma has been 
drawn off is used to treat 
anaemia. Platelets play an 
essential role in controlling 
bleeding in patients suffer- 
ing from leukemia and other 
malignancies. Serum Albu- 
min, a protein substance, is 
used to treat patients suff- 
ering from extensive burns, 
and Gamma Globulin, also a 
protein substance is used to 
combat many infectious dis- 
eases.

Mr. Bigg was the Member 
of Parliament for Athabasca 
and Pembina for 14 years.

His death occurred suddenly 
April 17th, while on the 
return trip from a four-month 
vacation which had taken he 
and Mrs. Bigg to Ottawa, 
Florida, Arizona and other 
points by trailer. A cremation 
service was held in San Luis 
Obispo, California.

Architectural firm discusses agreement with council 


Councillor Rod Throndson 
prefaced his remarks diree- 
ted at representatives of 
Phillips Barratt (the archi-

Walter, town solicitor, dis- 
cussed various aspects COv- 
ered in the proposed-agree- 
ment and answered quest- 
ions raised by Coun. Thr- 
ondson and other members 
of council related to the 
clauses in the agreement. 
Mr. Walters pointed out that 
much of the contract re- 
sembled that which would 
normally be found in an 
agreement of this type; and 
hoted thatthe contract amply 
dealt with the position of the

town in the agreement. 

Coun. Throndson concen- 
trated specifically on the 
areas which could involve 
extra cost to the town with 
his questioning. He brought 
out points related to the 
preparation of the working 
drawings of the plan, as well 
as secking the costs involved 
in changes to the plan, 
overall architectural and 
consultant costs, travel costs, 
and copying costs. The dis- 
cussion ensued for better 
than one and a half hours 
before council agreed to 
continue with queries by 
correspondence, as sugges- 
ted by Mr. Walters. 

Mr. Osipov maintained his 
patience throughout the len- 
gthy discussion clarifying the 
various questions arising and 
indicated that many of the 
clauses in the contract were 
standard. He replied to a 
statement by Mr. Throndson 
that architectural costs were 
running at $1,000 per day by 
stating that continuation with 
the planning was not costing 
the town $1,000 per day. 

One area which Mr. 
Walter drew council’s atten- 
tion to related to the position 
of a ‘Construction Mana- 


ver.’ Mr, Walter explained 
that this position has a much 
broader function than the 
conventional ‘‘clerk of the 
works.”’ He stated that it is a 
combination of the engineer 
and the construction mana- 
ger that make up the 
functions of the clerk of the 
works and architect under 
the terms of this contract. He 
explained that this procedure 
was not common in Alberta 


but it had been employed in 
the construction of both the 
Lethbridge Sportsplex and 
the Edmonton Coliscum. 

Mr. Osipov and» Mr. 
McCoy agreed with Mr. 
Walter that the iniplications 
of the ‘Construction Mana- 
ger’’ along with other as- 
pects of concern within the 
agreement could be clarified 
by correspondence. 

The implications of pro- 


ceeding with construction by 
tendering or by project 
management.process will be 
further explored before de- 
cision will. be made.

of the Cunningham School. 

The disposal of the school 
was seen as a move by the 
Buildings Branch not to incur 
the expense of another 
school while another re- 
mained empty, and also after 
recent approval for another 
school to be built in 
Morinville. 

Mr. Paul put the ball fairly 
and squarely in the MD of 
Sturgeon's court by pre- 


senting it with the proposal 
from the school division that 
it accept the ownership of the 
Cunningham school. 

‘*There’s no point in me 
making a big thing out of 
this,"’ said Mr. Paul, ‘‘we've 
got to get rid of it (the 
Cunningham School)."’ 

He added that he hoped 
(the parties) could take the 
attitude that they could trust 
each other. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn
